Washington, April 9—Production of 
bituminous coal in the United States 
dropped to 3,500,000 tons, the “lowest 
in modern history,” while work in 
the anthracite fields “ceased entire- 
ly,” during the first week of the coal 
strike, according to a review of the in- 
dustry issued today by the United 
States geological survey. 

Reports received by the survey in- 
dicated that from 60 to 64 per cent of 
the bituminous tonnage of the country 
has been closed down by the strike, 
while the remainder “a significant 
portion, has not been operating re- 
cently for lack of demand.” In the 
first week of the 1919 strike, the sur- 
vey said, 71 per cent of the bitu-

Here was 
nor rhythm, no grace, no el@gance, no 
cultufe—there was not room for a 
newspapers between the dancers, and 
what they were doing was not dancing. 
“Shimmying” and “dog-walking” are 
the only movements which the proprie- 
tors pretend to regulate, but you might 
as well try to regulate a powder can 
in hell. ; 

The story of Broadway is the story 
of undermined national health, decay- 
ing morals, absent modesty, of damned 
souls and wasted money. A couple of 
sandwiches, a couple of soft drinks 
worth not more than 75 cents cost 
you $9 if you buy them on Broadway 
at night, and you have to give the 
people, even New Yorkers, the allure 
ment of sin to make them part with 
so much for so little. 

What I saw frescoed on the walls 
of Pompeii during a visit two years 
ngo 1 saw by night on Broadway, in 
raodern New York. It is the same 
wickedness of which St. Mark wrote: 
“Being filled’ with unrighteousness, 
wickedness, covetousness, malicious- 
ness; full of envy, murder, deceit, 
malignity; whisperers, backbiters, 
haters of God, inverrors of evil things, 
disobedient of parents, without under- 
standing, covenant wreakers, implac- 
able, unmerciful, who, knowing they 
which commit such things are worthy 
of death, not only do the same but 
have pleasure in them that do them.” 

Church Crowded Out. 

I saw a great tragedy in a half- 
demolished church which the wreck- 
ers are clearing away from the heart 
of the theater district and night club 
region, an historic church, being 
crowded from the haunts of evil where 
there is not room for the house of 
God. ‘There was the story of America 
today; churches going out of busi- 
ness and theaters booming. What 
Gibbons will write “The Rise and 
Fail of the American Republic?’ 

New York is America. As New 
York goeg morally, so sges the na- 
tion. 

And here in New York American 
youth by the hundreds of thousands 
is being swept into the mouth of hell. 
I saw pretty young girls, innocent 
girls, I sincerely hope, for I am an 
optimist, sitting on a bench in a 
dance hall where subdued, sensuous 
colored lights played upon the dancers 
as they inched about the floor in 
close embrace. Those girls on the 
bench were waiting for men to come 
along and rent them at a small price 
—10 cents a dance, I believe. They 
are the girls for the ‘“stags’’—for 
men who come unaccompanied, who, 
perhaps, are so utterly vile that they 
cannot persuade any young woman in 
all this city to go out daneing with 
them. Yet these girls on the bench 
can be rented, and, being rented, they 
must dance with the man who chooses 
them. 

There are those who say that min- 
isters ghould not deal with such 
things. But if a rattlesnake is in my 
back yard doWn home in Texas, [ 
will not debate the means of dis- 
patching him. 

New York ought to build two 
statues, one in Wall street, called 
“Mammon,” and the other in Broad- 
way, called “Aphrodite.” And New 


York also needs to hear the voice 
of a John the Baytist, to cry out the 
word of prophecy and judgment: 
“Thus with violence shall that great 
city be torn down and be found no 
more.”

SAYS PAY DEMANDS 
MEAN HIGHER COAL. 


New York, April 9.—Samuel D. 
Warriner, president of the Lehigh 
Valley Coal and Navigation company 
and spokesman for the anthracite 
mine operators, issued qa statement to- 
night in which he declared that the 
excession to the wage demands of the 
miners, new out on strike, would re- 
sult in an increase of $3 a ton in 
the cost of coal to consumers. 

Mr. Warriner’s statement, made 
public in connection with the resump- 
tion Tuesday of conferences of the 
miners’ and operators’ subcommittee 
on wage contract negotiations, fore- 
cast the attitude the owners will take 
in presenting their formal answer to 
the 19 demands of the men. outlining 
the previous sessions. 

“Anthracite producers see no reason 
to change the opinion expressed at the 
opening of these conferences,” said 
Mr. Warriner, “namely, that condi- 
tions demand q substantial reduction 
in the price of hard coal. We desire 
to pay good wages. But the rate of 
pay is not so important as regularity 
of employment. 

Crux of Problem. 

“The problem to be solved is what 
scale of wages will permit the produc- 
tion of antracite at a price the con- 
sumer is willing to pay. For, as 
shown, if the price is too high, con- 
sumption deelines ard the result is 
irregular employment and dissatisfac- 
tion all around.” 

Declaring that the miners‘ demands 
would all result in less production and 
more compensation, Mr. Warriner said 
an analysis showed that, if granted, 
they would add approximately $170.- 
000,000 to the annual cost of pro- 
ducing 53,000,000 tons of domestic 
sizes of coals. This would mean an 
added cost of more than $3 a ton to 
tl» consumer, he said 

Wage Increase. 

The hourly wage scale of the miners 
has increased 162 per cent between 
1214 and 1921, the mine official as- 
serted. He-gave figures for 1917 to 
1920, inclusive, which showed a de- 
erease in production from 74,000,000 
to 65,500,000 tons in the four-year pe- 
riad, while the wage bill advances 
from $1345,.000,000 to $252.175,000 in 
the same time. ) ~ 

The payroll in 1991. he said, was 
approximately $260.000,000, which 
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would be inereased to $430,000,000 if 
the miners‘ demands were conceded. 

r. Warriner expressed confidence 
th# when the situation in all its as- 
pects is presented to the miners’ repre- 
sentatives that they will see the im- 
possibility of granting demands, 
which, he said, would put their wages 
“still further out of line with others 
and ultimately react to their own dis 
advantage.”

memory and reputation of the master 
detective still surround him, ,but as- 


enthusiastically graduated from ma- 
terial to spiritual things. It is not 
that Sherlock was out of place or in- 
discreet, but Sir Arthur declared he 
had “learned the truth, and Sherlock 
Holmes, however interesting apd val- 
uable was a friend who hag no place 
in my life now.” 
Met by Burns. 

But the atmophere of materialism 
was present as Sir Arthur, his wife 
and his three children arrived. For 
the creator of Sherlock Holmes was 
met at quarantine by a man equally 
famous in the world of detectives, 
William J. Burns, chief of the bureau 
if investigation of the department of 
justice. Mr. Burns said he was very 
much a materialist, but went down 
the bay ‘to greet the English visitor 
as “an old friend and a man who 
would have been a wonderful detec- 
tive.” 

“Spiritualism today,” said Sir Ar- 
thur after he had greeted the Ameri- 
can detective, “is nothing but religion. 
It is a greater religion than anything 
we have ever known. Fifty years 
from today this world is ring to be 
4 spiritual world, in which leaders 
of thought are going to laugh at our 
puny attempts to fathom the future. 

“Spiritualism teaches a_ definite 
knowledge of the life after so-called 
death. It teaches us not to fear death 
and that the passing of heartbeats is 
merely a promotion. 

To Happier Plane. 

“You see, a so-called dead man goes 
to a happier plane. ‘There is no 
crime, no sordidness and it is many, 
many times happier. You always 
have a difficult task proving: to a 
man on that plane that he, not you, 
is really dead. 

“But suppose a man passes who 
hag been something of an unsavory 
individual here’ Does he go to hell? 
No, he goes to a sort of hospital. That 
is a gray and a very unhappy, un- 
pleasant sort of place. He must re- 
main there, however, until his own 
voluntary acts show him fit for the 
other plane. It is simple and beau- 
tiful. But it is not materialistic.” 

That is what Sir Arthur is going to 
teach here. His lecture tour, or raid, 
is not for money, he claims. What- 
ever he gets goes tu the cause, al- 
though he admits te probably will 
take it away from the United States 
hecause we “already have all the 
money in the world.” 

‘hurch Adopting Tenets. 

Sir Arthur declared that the Church 
of England is adopting most of the 
tenets of spiritualism, although it 
cannot admit it. He said churchmen 
the world over are leaning that way 
in their services, because “there is 
— else they can do and be truth- 
ul, 
Sir Arthur does not believe in se- 
called ‘mediums who uce silver or glass 
globes, and cards of various descrip- 
tions, wierdly moving tables, charae 
terizing such things as ‘‘fakes.” Spire 
tualism isn’t that. Spiritualism, he 
explained, is the truth of philosophy 
and religion combined. which cannot 
he escaped. 

“I have many times spoken with 
my son, Kingsley Conan Doyle,” he 
continued, “but that is not strange. I 
wanted to talk to him, he wanted to 
talk to me. We talked. Kingsley 
isn’t dead—and it is interesting to 
note that fro msuch seances the truth 
about the after life is becoming more 
and more apparent. 

Nothing Mysterious. 

“Simplified, spiritud}ism is merely a 
great white truth of the Bible and 
religion., It is oristine purity of 
thought and action combined. There 
is nothing mysterious about it. It 
is clear and open. 
is to think of a life after death. a 
life of invariable beauty—and realize 
that there can be no fear of death be- 
cause with spiritualism you know ew 
actly what is going to happen to you.” 

Denis, Malcom and Dina, the three 
Doyle children, are spiritualists, but 
they have never attended seances. 
The reason is that Sir Arthur and 
Lady Doyle do not believe in su® 
Jecting them to a possible nervous re- 
action. . 

“Why,” said Sir Arthur, “I went 
to church three timex a week when I 
was a child. It became a sort of 
enausea with me. IT becamé a material- 
ist of the worst kind. So I shall allow 
the children to make their own lives. 
And they will be the more ardent 
spiritualists because I do it.” 

Sir Arthur calls himself a Theist. 
a believer of an infinite. omnipotent, 
omniscient God. His development in 
spiritualism, he. said. has taken 36 
years from the time he read a book 
written by the late Justice Edmunds. 
of the supreme court of New York. 
His intense interest in the subject 
dates from the death of his son. who 
was wounded during the war and died 
of pneumonia shortly after the armi- 
stice.

TRAIN EXPERIMENT! 


PROVES THEORIES 


Differences in Strength 
of Signals Caused as 
Car Covers Different 
Kinds of Terrain. 


Several interesting bits of data per- 
taining to communication with a mov- 
ing train have been acquired as a re- 
sult of the recent tests of the Lacka- 
wanna railroad. One such test took 
place in 1914, but owing to the war 
no others were attempted until last 
week, the culminating experiment of 
which was conducted with the Corneil

Several features of the experiment, 
as pointed out by David W. Richard- 
son, of Princeton university, who, with 
G. D. Murray, Jr., carried out the 
tests, were that communication was 
uttempted at all heights and over all 
kinds of terrain; that the “peinting” 


of the aerial seemed to have a marked 
effect on audibWity, and that woods 
and “cuts” interfered with reception, 
whereas open country and bodies of 
water intensified it. 

In the way of an experiment ~er- 
haps the most interesting data gather- 
ed were those of the effect of location 
Nearly all previous theo- 
ries seemed to be confirmed, except 
that of immediate proximity of rock, 
steel bridges and bodies of earth. Very 
little difference could be noted 
whether the railroad ran through a 
steep cut thirty or forty feet deep, or 
was on the level. Whenever the train 
went through a thickly wooded piece 


¥of land, where the trees were high, all 


long distance signals faded out entire- 
ly. The nearness of a body of water 
or a stream, even though small, seem- 
ed to greatly increase signal strength. 
The position of the antenna in regard 
to the station from which they were 
receiving was another important fac- 
tor, for, often going around a curve, on 
a perfectly level plain, would make one 
set of stations completely fade out and 
bring in another. 

As mentioned before, small con‘ours 
in the earth’s surface, when they were 
not wooded, seemed to have little ef- 
fect, but the location of a mountain 
immediately between the train and 
stations in a certain locality would 
cut out the signals entirely. This 
was evident very strongly when they 
lost 8 BUW while rounding a moun- 
tain, but then, again, could hear him 
when higher up on a plain. The best 
signal strength of all was when pass- 
ing on a high embankment across a 
bare plain. This seemed even better 
than the proximity of a lake. Of 
course, all these observations are those 
from only two trips, but ye* they seem- 
ed to hold true in nearly every case.

If two coils gf wire (A) and (B), as shown in the diagram, are 
placed in close proximity to each other and current suddenly caused to

THE TRIPLE MOUNTING 


FOR HONEYCOMB COIL 


One Should First See How 
Assemblies Appear Before 
Making Mounting. 


The set that uses honeycomb coils, 

must, of necessity, have a mounting 
of some sort to take them. This 
mounting should be arranged in such 
a way that the coils may be varied. 
At the present time there are several 
makes of mountings for honeycomb 
coils, but owing to the cost, a good 
many beginners prefer to make their 
own. . 
It is advisable, first to go to one of 
the radio stores and look over the 
triple coil mountings; this will give 
an idea of how they work and will 
make it easier to understand what is 
needed. ‘These honeycomb mountings 
oe complicated to make, so 
a Seheme has been devised that will 
enable the layman to make a mount- 
ing of this sort for a very small sum 
of money. 

The first thing that will be neces- 
sary will be a pair of 1-4-inch brass 
rods, about eight inches long. These 
rods will have to be threaded at one

turns of coil (B) and induce in it an electromotive force, and if the coil will be needed also for them. These

It is important to note that the di- 
rection of the current induced in coil 
(B) in both cases is opposite to the 
direction of the current in coil (A), 
and that the value of the induced 
electromotive force depends upon the 


Electromaqnerie Induction 
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rate of change of the magnetic field 
developed by the current in coil (A). 
The magnetic field created by the in- 
duced current also opposes the mag- 
netic field coil (A) when the cur- 
rent is being established, and 
a'so when it is reduced. The induc- 
tion caused by the reaction between 
these two circuits is known as mu- 
tual induction. The following lesson

The mounted 
ones have a moulded bakelite plug on 
one side, but this is not necessary 
with the mounting as suggested in 
this article.

It will 
be well to fasten the other ends to 
the coilS in such a way that only the 
flexible leads are used. This will 
prevent breaking the wires where they 
come out of the coil.

way that it will slide easily on the 
brass rods. Be sure to have the holes 
in the wood the same distance apart 
as the rods are, otherwise the coils 
will not slide. It may be possible 
to get an jpld wooden curtain rod 
that will exactly fit the centers of 
the coil. If this is done it will save 
a lot of time and hard work. When 
the coils are mounted on the rods be 
sure that they are all wound in the 
same direction. If one of the coils 
happens to “buck” the es the set 
will not work. In order*te make this 
easier, ascertain the direction in which 
the windings go and then make a pen- 
cil mark on the wooden core dénot-| 
ing which hole goes uppermost. If 
the cores are made correctly the coils 
should be changed with enly a few 


seconds’ delay, and this method of 
marking them will save the operator | 
the trouble of studying out which side | 
goes uppermost. 

The length of flexible wire leading 
from the coils may be attached to 
binding posts at the back of the base- 
board, These wires-may be loosened 
in a very few seconds’ time, and the 
coils changed with the minimum de-! 
lay. The under side of the binding| 
posts may be connected into the set | 
in the usual way. Two coils may be} 
used in this way with a crystal de- 
tector or three with a vacuum tube. 
If the two are used with a crystal 
detector the result will be very sim- 
ilar to a loose coupler, with the ad- 
vantage that larger sized coils may 
be used for the longer wave lengths. 


Child Sees’ Father 
Slay Her Brothers

Charlotte, N. C., April 9.—Ruby 
Lee Helms, 18-year-old girl, horror- 
stricken and helpless, today‘saw her 
father, John Helms, 40, slay. three 
of her little brothers and sister in 
succession with an axe, and then saw 
him deliberately blow off the top of 
his own head with a shotgun, accord- 
ing to the story she, the only wit- 
ness to the killings told Coroner 
Frank Hovis. 

The quadruple tragedy occurred at 
the home of Helms, who occupied a 
tendnt house on the farm of Robert 


Rice, 11 mileg east of Charlotte about 
6:30 o’clock this morning. 

Coroner. Hovis said the evidence 
indicated that Helms had become sud- 
denly insane, probably as a_ result 
of continued ill-health, and said Helms 
seemed deeply depressed when talking 
with a brother a day or two ago 
about his “hopeless condition.” 

According to little Ruby Lee Helms, 
she was walking about in the yard 


with the 9-month-old baby, Hazeline, 
while her mother prepared breakfast, | 
when her father approached with an ' 
ax and with the handle knocked the | 
baby from her arms; then he went | 
into the house and, with the ax, | 
brained two children in bed, while she 
looked on through a window. He 
then grabbed a shotgun, went out into 
the yard, placed the muzzle against 
his cheek, the gun standing on the 
ground, reached down and pressed the 
trigger with his thumb. 

Mrs. Helms and another child, in 
addition to Ruby Lee, escaped with- 
out injury and gave the alarm.

I have come to the United States 
for the first time, not to study any- 
thing or anybody. but to see my 
daughters and to enjoy myself. Ina 


rash moment, however, I promised 
to write my “Impressions of Amer- 
ica’ and the American People, and 
this may give rise to false hopes. 

Lord Acton wrote in a letter to 
Mrs. Drew, “One touch of all nature 
makes the whole world kin;” and I 
must make an effort not to disappoint 
my thoughtful critics. 

I have been accused of failing to 
appreciate the society of brilliant 
American women whether in Italy, 
Paris or London; but it should be 
said with truth that brilliance, while 
stimulatihg most people, has always 
exhausted me. I prefer the clumiest 
thought to the most finished phrase, 
and am so slow that the mildest com- 
plication may make’me miss the point. 

“General and prolonged laughter” 
is a taste I have never been able to 
acquire, and sudden explosions over 
anything I have said usually con- 
vince me that I had better have held 
my tongue. 

To an outsider who has only known 
European Americans, the most no- 
ticeable thing about American women 
is their freedom from native 


soil.an absolutely genuine article; 


‘They are equally well equipped wheth- 


er their nationality is transferred from 
Russia to Rome, Vienna, Roumania 
or Paris. No blank cheque could 
be more adequately filled in, and I 
never cease wondering what can be 
the secret of their perfect social mech- 
anism. 


Beautiful to look at and elegantly 
dressed, with an open mind upon 
whatever topic is discussed, adaptable, 
available, rich and good-humored, the 
American woman, as I know her, is 
the last word in worldliness and 
fashion. In my own country she is 
not only a popular, but a privileged 
person, and having started by being 
what is called natural, she becomes 


more and more so every day. 


The husbands of these ladies, when 
not of needly foreign aristocracy, are 
usually divorced, discharged or dis- 
posed of in some way or other, and, 
even if they are of the same nation- 
ality, are quite unlike the American 
man as I have known him.

Leviathan Sails

Giant Steamship Goes to 
Newport News for Trans- 
formation Into Float- 
ing Palace. 


New York, April 9.—Leviathan, 
once the pride of the German merchant 
marine, later a transport that carried 
thousands of doughboys to and from 
KSuropean battlefields, tonight was 
plowing the Atlantic bound for New 
port News, Va., to be converted into 
a palatial American transatlantic 
liner, 

Fog interferred with the sailing 
schedule. Within two hours after 
the giant vessel had left her pier at 
Hoboken, where she had been idle for 
more than two years, her skipper, 
Captain W. J. Bernard, was forced 
to cast anchor when about five miles 
off Ambrose Channel. It was nearly 
noon before the fog lifted sufficiently 
to allow her to proceed southward. Her 
departure was without incident or 
eeremony. On account of the ear'y 
hour comparatively few persons saw 
her great gray hull gliding majestically 
through the haze down the Hudson. 
A few passing craft opened their 
whistles in farewell salutes. 

The Leviathan’s engines behaved 
nerfectly. She carried a crew of 676. 
Captain James G. Peabe. of the Vir- 
ginia Pilot’s association, who will guide 
her into Chesapeake Bay, was aboard. 
On her trip down the bay she was in 
charge of Pilot William S. McLough- 
lin. who had charge of her pagsage in 


FIREMAN LOSES LIFE 
IN ORLEANS BLAZE 


New Orleans, April 9.—Conrad 
Schwartz, a fireman, was the only 
person who lost his life in a fire 
which tate last night completely de- 
stroyed an annex of the Elks’ home 
in Elks place, and injured twenty 
others when the third floor of the 


burning building caved in on them. 
The main building of the home, claim- 
ed to be the handsomest Elks lodge 
in the United States, was consider- 
ably damaged hy water. The total 
loss was estimated tonight at $250,- 


The injured, all of whom hospital 
physicians say will recover, included 
seventeen firemen; Joseph Finck, the 
only member of the Elks injured; a 
motorcycle policeman, and a negro 
porter af the home. The latter three 
were oniy slightiy hurt and left the 
hospitals after their injuries had been 
dressed. Nine of the firemen were 
discharged from the institution today 
and the other eight were reported as 
doing well. 

Sparks from an exhaust fan are 
believed to have started the blaze, 
which was discovered on the third 
floor of the annex when both. build- 
ings were filled with men and wom- 
en. The firemen and a number of 
volunteers were in the gymnasium 
fighting the fire when the third floor 
above them caved in. Schwartz was 
killed outright when a heavy beam 
struck bim on ths head. George Bar- 
ry, another fireman, was pinned for 
three hours beneath the wreckage, 
where the body of Schwartz was ly- 
ing. Although the most seriously in- 
jured, he did net lose consciousness 
and helped to direct the work of res- 
cuers. Most all of those who were in 
the gymnasium when the _ collapse
